This, of course, rests on the rather 
liberal assumption that courts of arbitration 
would deal out justice so equal and exact 
that all persons might be compelled to de- 
cept it. 

Mr. Potter and Mr. Crane, two large em- 
ployers of labor, and well known for their 
liberal dealings with workmen and disposi- 
tion to avoid conflicts and to concede every- 
thing in reason, are both heartily in favor of 
the method of arbitration for settling dis- 
putes, with the machinery supplied by the 
State. Mr. Potter holds, however, that ar- 
bitration is entirely out of the question when 
workmen seek to dictate to their employers 
as to the general management of their busl- 
ness—a proposition which no sensible man 
will dispute. Mr. Crane feels compelied to 
express a doubt whether the arbitration sys- 
tem will be adopted in this country until, 
after a long experience of strikes and lock- 
outs, the condition of trade gets so bad that 
both parties will be forced to seek a peace- 
able method of settling their .differénces.” 
Mr. Black thinks the arbitration experiment 
worthy a trial, but fears that courts of this 
character would not preserve their author- 
ity and integrity so as to command 
general respect. Mr. Rodgers and Mr. 
Grifiths warmly approve the. arbitra 
tion scheme, but Mr. Schilling protests vig- 
orously against any method not purely volan- 
tary. He says: To compel an employer to 
retain an employé against his will carries 
with it the right to compel an employé to re- 
main with his employer — condition of 
**enforced service not far removed from slav- 
ery.” Mr. Schilling’s objections to the en- 
forced system in private business are well 
taken, and there is no escape from the dilema 
he presents.

‘vigoreusly as ever, though their opportuni- 
ties are not so numerous as they were under 
the olf system, It was to meet this contin- 
gency that stringent penalties were imposed, 
not only against the violation of the law it- 
self, but for any dereliction of duty on the 
part of those who are chosen to administer it. 

Why Is it that these perpetual Aldermen 
and the rings with which they are connected 
are willing to go to the great expense of 
manufacturing majorities and to take the 
risk of penalties? Certainly not for the 
reputation or the selary of the office. There 
must be some stronger ‘inducements than 
these. Is it because in the past they have 
sold their votes to corporations and black- 
mailed them? Is it because they have made 
large profits in farming out street rights, 
right of way to telegraphs, telephones, horse- 
ears, and steam-railways? Is it because gas 
companies, electrio-light companies, and cor- 
porations of all descriptions have had to pay 


talm the privileges they wanted? Is it 
because of the advantage it gives them in 
placing men in the various city departments 
for commissions and in collecting tolls from 
gamblers, saloonkeepers, and houses of ill- 
fame? No less inducements ‘than these

In these days of casualties, new diseases, 
disregard of the value of life, bad govern- 
ment, poisoned food, fast living, and other 
contingencies growing out of the advance of 
civilization and progress of discovery, life is 
invested with harder conditions and more 


vation is a matter of constantly increasing 
difficulty even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances. It is hardly just, therefore, 
that the average human being should de 
handicapped at the very outset and be com- 
pelled to enter upon the struggle for exist- 


is certainly not in accordance with the law 
of nature that the majority of deaths toa 
given city should be those of infants, nor 
that physical growth should weaken instead 
of strengthening the individual. An article 
recently printed in the Popular Science 
Monthly, which has also appeared in Tu: 
TRiIpune, treating upon this question of in- 
fancy in cities, sets forth this subject in de- 
tail and presents statistics and suggestions 
which are certainly worthy. of consideration 
both by social and medical scientists. There 
is something radically wrong when one-tenth 
of the children born die before the first 
month has been completed and the mortality 
of infants is twice as great m cities as it is 

in rural districts, . 

The writer of the article in qnesfion, WDDn 
is a female physician, énumerates the causes 
which lead up to this condition. She finds 
them in the inherited tendency to disease 
given to them by the follies of fashionable 
life in one class and to the intemperance and 
moral. obliquities in another. ‘The danger of 
sewer-gas and the lack of pure air in homes 
is another.

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EFFORTS TO CURE CONSUMPTION, 

Whatever other deficiencies may appear in

». Remarkable Reed-Organ Playing. 
At a priyate concert in Apollo Hail last 
Thursday evening Mr. William L. Tomlins did 
some remarkable improvising apon the great 
orchestral organ; made for him some years 
ago by Mason & Hamlin. The instrument was 
intended at the time to be a thesaurus of all 
good reed-organ effects then kuown. It con- 
tains eight or ten sets of vibrators and one 
percussion-stop, operated by hammers striking 
the reeds, producing an effect not unlike a soft 
pianofdérte. By using the expression-stop the 
player controls fee airourrent with bis feet, 
just as a wind-instrument player controls it 
with bis breath. It gives a range of power 
from the tiniest whisper to a fortissimo like a 
full organ. Although there is but one key 
board, the variety and division of the stops 
enable the player to produce effects common- 
ly attainable from two manuals. Some idea 
of the mechanical finish of the work may be 
had from the fact that it cost the makers about 
$1,500. No one can have an idea of the artistic 
effects possible to reeds until he bas heard 
Mr...Tomling...piay this .mervelousiy ex- 
pressive instrument. Only one other was 
ever and noone bas so mastered 
ita technic as Mr. Tomiins. Players will un- 
derstand the difficulty involved when it is 
stated that in one Of the most beautiful pas- 
ages Mr. Tomlins was playing the trebie 
melody upon a short stop occupying the lower 
end ot the keyboard. This he did with the 
fourth and fifth flagers ot nis left band. With 
the third and second fingers of the same band 
he was playing the bass and tenor parts, which 
in puch ran about three octaves below the 
already referred to as being played by 
the little fingers below. It was at this instru- 
ment that Mr. Tomiins made bis introduction 
to Chicago about twelve years ago with the 
Richings-Bernard Old Folks company.

time George Gould first showed bis 
hand.

After calling 
out for Nichols and looking around the car he 
Was struck with horror to see the express mes- 
senger tying covered with blood and battered 
to death in a corner of the car. A glance into 
the car next in the rear showed him that the 
safe in the adjoining compartment had been 
opened and most of its contents, in the shape 
of papers, packages, and envelopes, scattered 
hear wd around it. By this time Watts, the 
baggagemwan. had enough compos- 
ure to tell bis story. 
THE BAGGAGEMAN’S STORY.

MR. GLADSTONE’S CONFIDENCE THAT HOME 
RULE WILL WIN—HIS PLANS FOR BRING- 
ING IT UP—A SPLIT IN THE TORY RANKS.§

Cable to The Tribune. |—An important Cabinet 

council, lasting three hours, was held today, 

the chief business being the Irish measures of 
the Government. 

Mr. Gladstone said to a member of the House 
of Commons today that he bad good reason for 
eonfidence in the passage of a home-rule Dill 
for Ireland on a broad basis. This refers to 
the prospects of support from the Moderates. 
The private circulation of an outline of Mr. 
Gladstone's proposals is believed to have se- 
cured the votes of a sufficient number of 
hitherto doubtful Whigs to insure a majority 
over all possible defections. This is the latest 
and most authoritative view of the situation 
obtainable today. 

The most difficult questicn still unsettled by 
Mr. Gladstone in his home-rule scheme is 
whewer Irish members shall continue to come 
to Westminster. That they should hesitate at 
this is not strange, for the Irish themselves are 
not agreed. Mr. O'Connor is against representa- 
tion bere and Mr. Sexton favors it, and a 
division runs through the whole party. 


It is now said that Mr. Gladstone will 
initiate the Irish matter by a short 
message from the Queen urging a 


final settlement of the vexatious Irish 
question. Her Majesty is reported to have 
been somewhat softened on the subject by 
Lord Spencer. She asked nim solemnly: Can 
you reconcile this with your conscience?” And 
he is said to have so strongly replied as par- 
tially to convinee her. The fact that Mrs. 
Gladstone dined at Windsor the;other evening 
is algo taken as a sign that there is better feel- 
ing; but the Queen's attitude is more inter- 
esting than important. 

So much atgention has been given to what 


+ Lord Hartington might say, or what Mr. Cham- 


berlain might do, that a serious split had time 
to develop in the Tory party without the ex- 
istence of it being so much as guessed at by 
outsiders. Even now there are few people 
who know the real proportions of the revolt 
which is preparing against Lord Randolph 
Churchill's rule. Like the Whig mutiny, it 
was born of the fecund Irish question. At 
present there are thirty members, most- 
ly from Lancashire, who are avowedly 
ready to join a demonstration against his 
ultra Orange policy. Their motive may de 
easily got at, for all of them hold their seats 
by siender majorities, are absolutely dependent 
on the Irish vote, and are not wülmg to sacrifice 
themselves gratuitously in order to enable 
Lord Randolph Churchill to secure a doubtful 
point in his own selfish game. But the Tories 
of the other sections of the country who are 
not at the mercy uf the Celtic voter are begin- 
ning to get nervous as well, and the feeling is 
spreading in the House of Lords that it may be 
a fatal blunder to oppose home rule. 

This fear grows out of the snap divisions 
which have marked the last week in the House 
of Commons. Mr. Labouchére’s speeches have 
all the old raciness, with an added solidity and 
force of argument. It seems likely that the 
vote in committee on the London parks will 
be reconsidered when reported to the House, 
but the county Radicals achieved their pur- 
pose in showing their power over the Tory me- 
tropolis.

The Dublin Court of Appeal has reversed the 
decision of the lower court in Calian’s petition 
against the return of Nolan for Louth.

He has subpeenaed a host 
of witnesses to testify to the irregularities by 
which Nolan’s election was secured in the Na- 
tionalist interest, and tne case is likely to re- 
veal a good deal of the inner workings and his- 
tory of the social and political practices of the 
Parnellit es. 

The House of Commons last night adopted a 
motion that, pending the passage of new rules 
of procedure, no member would be allowed to 
give oral notice of questions except by the spe- 
cial permission of the Speaker of the House.

THE PERIODICAL WRANGLE WITH FRANCE 
STIRRED UP—BISMARCK ANGRY AT THE 
DEFEAT OF HIS SPLRIT-MONOPOLY BILL. 
Buntax, March 13.—(|Via Mackay-Bennett 

Cable to The Tribune.)—Germany is stirring 
up ber periodical wrangle with France through 
the medium of her official fire-eater the Cologne 
Zeitung. There seems to be some substance in 
the complaint that the French have been epying 
on the German army and bribing the theft of a 
new magazine gun, but if this pretext had not 
existed one would have been invented. for tne 
Reichstag wili shortly be usked to renew the 
huge seven-years’ military estimates. It is 
also an undoubted fact that Prince Bismarck 
dislikes M. de Freycinet, and is uneasy at his 
obvious bidding for the support Of the Chau- 
vinist section. 

The Berlin newspapers comment sharply 
upon what they consider to be @ revival of 
French Chauvinism. They cite the letter of 
Tallier. a Parisian Dboat-builder, ig which be 
refuses at present to fill an order given by a 
German rowme ciub to built a beat, saying 
that he once, served in the French artillery and 
hopes that some day be will aid in the capture 
of Berlin, when be will personally deliver the 
boat that was ordered. 

The rejection of the two fundamental clauses 
of the Spirit-Monopoly bill by the committee 
of the Reichstag to which it was referred is 
equivalent to the defeat of the measure. 
Prince Bismarck, deeply mortified at this 
action, bitterly reproached Herr von Boet- 
ticher, Imperial Home Minister, and Herr 
Sebolz, the Prussian Minister of Finance, for 
having failed to secure favorable action on the 
measure. With his usual tenacity of purpose 
the Chancellor still clings to the project. Dur- 
ing the discussion of tue bill in committee 
Herr Buhl asked whether the Government was 
disposed to consider other modes of taxation 
of spirits. Herr Scholz replied that the Gov- 
ernment was pledged to the Spirit-Monopoly 
bili as submitted. The Liberal newspapers 
exult over the fact that Prince Bismarck was 
absent from the Reichstag during the debate 
on the bill, after he had annou that he 
woilid be present and take part im the dis- 
cussion. 


LABOR’'S UNREST. 

THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT ON TRIAL OVER 
THE DECAZEVILLE TROUBLES-RED FLAGS 
IN LONDON AND LYONS. 

Paris, March 13.—There Was & prolonged 
debate in the Chamber of Deputies today on a 
question introduced by M. Cameliaot regard- 
ing the labor troubles at Decazeville. M. Bal- 
haut, Minister of Public Works, promised that 
the Government would introduce & Dill to re- 
vise the mining laws. A motion expressing 
confidence in the Governwent was rejected by 
a vote of 256 to 226. Seven motions to 
pass the order of the day wyre vely re- 
jected. The debate wag adjourned untii Mon- 
day. 

All the French miners employed in and about 
Decazeville have agreed to subscribe one franc 
each per month to support the miners on a 
strike in that district. 

Lonpbon, March 13.—Three thousand unem- 
ployed workingmen held a meeting at Hackney 
today. Red flags were displayed and inflamma- 
tory speeches were made by Champion and 
other Socialist leaders. A large force of po- 
lice, mounted and on foot, preserved order, 

The unemployed workingmen of Manchester 
also held a meeting today for the purpose of 
making arrangements for the great labor dem- 
onstration wilo it is proposed to hold Monday 
next. 

Lyons, Mareb 13.—The city was placarded 
last night with posters invoking the people to 
rise up armed the 18th day of Mgrch and pil- 
lage and massacre the bourgeois. A man 
named Pilare, who is described by the police 
as a dangerous Anarchist, bas been arrested.

THE EASTERN QUESTION. 

A REPORT THAT LORD ROSEBERY WANTS 
TO TRADE CYPRUS FOR CRETE—ANOTHER 
TREATY OF PEACE RATIFIED. 

Loxpox, March 13.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Sable to The Tribune.]—There is a renewai ot 
the rumor that Lord Rosebery intends trading 
Cyprus for Crete with the Porte, and then pre- 
sent Crete to Greece.

Again 
the doors swung open and the assemblage 
arose to receive The Supreme Court of the 
United States,” who came ciad in their robes 
of black silk and were guided to seats re- 
served for them in the first row upon the 
rigbt of the Chair. With short intervals of 
waiting The Diplomatic Corps” and Tue 
President of the United States and his Cap- 
inet worse in turu announced, and conducted 
to the places reserved for them. The funeral 
cortége came unannounced, and upon its ap- 
pearance all upon the floor and iu the galier- 
les arose and remained standing in reverent 
silence as the mouraful procession made its 
slow way down the central aisle.

SEDALIA, Mo., March 13.—Aimost a riot oc 
curred here this afternoon when an attempt 
was made to start outa freignt train. The 
Assistant-Sup dent this morning officiai- 
ly notified Mayor Rickman, the Roard of Alder 
men, the City Marshal, and the Sheriff and 
Coroner of the county that he intended to start 
out a freight train at 2 p. m., and 
asked them to de present and afford 
such protection as might be necessary.

In Texas. 

GaLveston, Tex., March 13.—It is stated to- 
night that at their meeting this morning the 
Knights of Labor concluded not to interfere 
with work in the cotton presses or on the Gulf, 
Colorado & Santa Fé Railroad because of the 
boycott in the Mallory Company.

In November, 1872, Messrs. Hitchcock, 
Roelie, and Christian Wahi retired from the 
board, and George M. Bogue, the Hyde Park 
real-estate man, Henry B. Miller, better known 
as “Buffalo” Miller, and A. J. Galloway, a 
well-known resident of the South Side, were 
elected to fili the vacancies. © In November. 
1878, tne People’s party swept the boards. They 
elected all their Commissioners. Thomas Lon- 
ergan and John Herting were Peopie’s party 
nominees, and were reélected. new mem- 
bers were W. R. Burdick, Christian Busse, and 
A. B. Johnson, who succeeded Mesers. Talcott, 
Pullman, and Galloway. Mr. Burdick made 
an excellent Commissioner. He was at one 
time proprietor of the Burdick House. After 
be left the board he became involved finan- 
cially and became a victim to the greenback 
craze. Johnson was from the Tenth Ward, and 
was elected as a representative Scandinavian. 
He was soon hard in hand with the “ reform- 
ers” of the board. Mr. Busse is a farmer re- 
siding out in the Desplaines district. The ad- 
ministration this year was fair. The bonded 
debt was reduced $56,500, and the appropria- 
tion, which was not exceeded, was $1,228,589. 

In 1874 Messrs. Harrison, Hitchcock, Miller, 
Ashton, and Harris were succeeded by C. C. P. 
Holden, Theodore Guenther, John McCuaffrey, 
K. G. Sehmidt, and Pat Carroll. Holden is too 
weil known to reguire more than a mere men- 
tion. John McCaffrey had graduated from the 
Common Council, where he used tobe “a 
power.” He kept a saloon on North Clark 
street. After he got out of the County Board 
he went back to the Council from the Seven- 
teenth Ward. He made money. He turned 
farmer five or six years ago, Dought an ex- 
tensive tract of land near Creston, Ia., and was 
Mayor of that town for a term. K. G. Schmidt 
is a brewer, of the old firm of Schmidt & Giade. 
He always voted with his friends,” and was 
sulphurous when criticised by the newspapers. 
Put Carroll is the well-known Seventh Ward 
statesman. Theodore Guenther resides on a 
farm near Biue Island. For a time he was a 
useful member ot the board. 

JUGGLERY IN BUILDING THE COURT-HOUSE. 

It was during this administration, that the 
new Court-House was commenced. It started 
out very inauspiciousiy. The architects 
recommended “piling” the foundation and 
covering it with concrete, so that the building 
might not settle Bids were called for. 
“Farmer” Harms, au phisticated agri- 
oulturist, put in a bid for 850 for piling and 
concrete. William McNeill & Son, entirely re- 
sponsible contractors, offered te do the work 
for $72,750, The combined bid of W. B. How- 
ard for piling and ER. F. Gobel amounted to but 
$80,440. Harms got the coutract dy the votes 
of Holden, Hertme, Lonergan, Johnson, Mo- 
Caffrey, Russell. Schmidt, and Conly, notwith- 
standing the protest of Clough, who was sup- 
ported ty Jones, Guenther, Carroll, Busse, aad 
Crawford. It is hardly necessary to add that 
Harms secured much more than the sum 
named in the or ginal contract for tne ** piling” 
and the concrete, which afterall did not pre- 
vent the building from settiing. The plans 


were altered under the instructions of 
the Commissioners, and the. farmer 
contractor brought in a dig bill for 


extras, which bad to be paid subsequently. 
Tne Armstroug-Egan plan bad been adopted 
as the one on which the Court-House shouid 
be constructed. The 26th of July, 1375, Com- 
missioner Lonergan introduced a series of 
resolutions rescinding all previous action look- 
Ing to concert with the city in the construction 
of the Court-House and the appointment ot a 
board of three architects to superintend the 
building as originally provided for. The reso- 
lutions were adopted under a suspension of the 


rules, the following voting for them: John- 
son, Carroll, Conly, Crawford, Herting. 
Jones, Lonergan, MoCaffrey, l, and 
Schmidt. Messrs. Busse, Clough, Guenther, 


Holden, and Burdick voted in the negative. 
The same day James J. Egan’ Was oii 
architect and superintendent of the new build- 
ing. It ig but justice to to suy that the 
unsightly structure which was afterwards 
erected was not in with 
the original plan. 
changed frequently 
of the majority of the board, and 
the changes were made, as is generally be- 
lieved, to cover up steals. The buliding was 
carried on in the spirit in which the original 
contract was let to Farmer Harms at a price 
$12,000 higher than the lowest responsible bid- 
der. Atneariy every meeting protests were 
read from contractors because they were not 
treated fairly by the board. The Court-House 
ring had been formed, Itis not necessary to 
more than recall the various exposures of 
crookedness and rascaiity made in the news- 
papers of the time. The crumbling Court- 
House itself remains an evidence of the work 
of tne gung. It was in 1875 that Kimberly, the 
Warden of the Insane Asylum. was indicted for 
maifeasance aad conspiracy to defraud the 
county. Egan appeared before the grand jury 
at the same time and swore that be had to pay 
Perioiat. The Dean Club was in full blast 
about that time. It derived its name from the 
cbaracter of the beans furnished by Periolat. 
Lucius B. Otis was foreman of the grand jury 
which indicted Periolat and Kimberly for bav- 
ing wickedly couspired to eteal from the 
County of Cook large sums of money, 
estimated at $30,000, and 80 forth. The grand 
jury also notified the County Commissioners 
of their indictment of Kimberly. The latter 
and Periolat were arrested and gave bail—ex- 
Commissioner John Crawford and Commis- 
sioner Schmidt gom on Kimberly’s bond. 
The County Board took no notice of the m- 
dictment against Kimberly. They waxed in- 
dignant at Contractor Sweetzer, who gave evi- 
dence against him. 


CONFESSING TO A WICKED JOB. 

About ten days after, however, Kim- 
berly, a meat-contractor named Sweeizer, 
and some others appeared before the grand 
jury and made a clean breast of it or affected 
todoso. The result was that Commissioners 
Asbton, Crawford, Holden, Jones, Carroll, Mo- 
Caffrey, Russell, and“ Harris, Contractors’ Peri- 
olat, O' Donnell, Sweetzer, and Clerk Kimberly 
were againindicted. The evidence of Kimberly 
went to show that he bad given overweight to 
contractors for meat and groceries; that he 
had done so acting under the instructions of 
some of the Commissioners; that some of the 
Commissioners took advantage of their 
influence at the county institution to 
supplies for thelr own use, ete., 
etc. The frauds as far as proved ag- 
gregated about $17,000. The indictments, 
strange to say, never came to anything, and a 
subsequent County Board paid the expenses of 
ene of the prosecuting lawyers out of the 
County Treasury. One month before these u- 
dictments Architect n, according to the 
grand jury report, testified that he had, in or- 
der to gain access to the county as 4 competitor, 
tosign an agreement giving the rapacious go-be- 
tween one-third of the profits. From time to time 
since his appointment he bad been made to re- 
spond to demands for money, he said. 
Architect Cochrane and Joe Hogan, the plumb- 
er, were scored in the same report. But, 
as before stated, the grand jury indictments 
and their reports did not amount to anything.

The Envious People Down in New York 
"  Absurdly Claim That They Have 
Captured It. 


New Yorx, Maron 13.—(Special.|—The Sun 
says: Recent events have turned the tide in 
wheat speculation in favor of New York. Chi- 
cago now grasps second bow, while- New York 
twangs merrily away on the best fid- 
dle to the tune of big commissions 
for its grain brokers and prosperity for 
the Produce Exchange. Mr. Armour became 


interested in the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad Company. He has neglected 
wheat speculations to talk about bis railroad 
company, and Peter McGeoch’s unfortunate 


and other Wull street operators have controlled 
the wheat market for a long time. 

Aa authority, in commenting on the change, 
remarked: “Chicago dies hard, but she has 
got to play second fiddle to New York on this 
wheat crop, and the sooner she stops bearing 
wheat and gets aboard the less she will get 
left. New York now controls the market for 
wheat and corn, and it is no use for 
Chicago to kick against the pricks, unless 
she wants to kick herself ins 
of New York. The grain trade is coming 
and coming to stay. The control of the mar- 
ket is here now. The foreign houses which 
used to hedge in Chicago are ali domg it bere 
now, while balf the Wall street trade that used 
to go to Chicago exclusively is now done on 
the Produce Exchange.” 

Henry Clews believes that the Produce Ex- 
change may yet find itself enjoying all the 
commission trace in American products. He 
avere that the fate of Chicago is due to its ex- 
treme views on the grain market. Its brok- 
ers are either very pronounced bulls or very 
pronounced bears. There is no middle course 
for them. “At present,” added Mr. Clews, 
“they are bears, bent upon hammering away 
all their commission business from that city 
and driving the dealings to New York, where 
ee is a better opportunity to live and let 

ve. 

But one ot the thoroughly informed man- 
agers of the exchange attributes the change in 
the tide of speculation to something beyond the 
mere temper of the speculative tone of the 
two cities. Hesaid: **The reason why New 
York now controls the grain trade is because 
the operators who formerly gave their buai- 
ness to Chicago brokers have lost confidence 
in them. All sorts of juggling tricks have been 
practiced by the Chicago brokers. r la- 
stance, a speculator here telegrerhs an order 
to buy 100,000 bushels of wheat; his Chicago 
brokers report back that they have made the 
purchase—that is, if the limit given by the 
New York operator is sufficient to war- 
rant the execution of the order. Many 
New York speculators bave discovered that 
the purchases were never made except on 
paper. Asarule the Chicago firms are com- 
posed of two or more members; one works the 
bull and the other the bear side of the market. 
The order from their New York customer 
shows them his band. The next step 
taken by his Chicago brokers is for one of 
them to enter the wheat-pit on che Chicago 
Board of Trade and bear wheat like 4 good 
fellow. He is in with the ring againet the 
New York bull, and the efforts of the ring 
lead to a decline: the New York operator is 
driven out and settles his loss ou a transaction 
that was never effected. They pursue the 
same tactics when the New York operator acts 
on the bear side of the market, and altogether 
be hasn't a living shew. There bave 
been many complaints against the Chicago 
brokers, and the suspicion of unfair 
dealing on their part has done more than any- 
thimg to take away ita big Wall street trade. 
Foreign agents, also, in view of this suspicion, 
prefer todo their business here. They, too, 
are withdrawing their trade from Chicago.” 


JOHN 4. LOGAN FOR» PRESIDENT. 


Black Jack Is Preparigg te Capture the 
Republican Convention. 

Wasnrnoton, D. C., March 11.—|New York 
Sun (Dem.).|—If the opinion of tae politicians 
who make Washington their headquarters dur- 
ing the sessions of Congress could prevail at 
the next Republican National Convention, 
Jobo A. Logan would be the candidate of the 
party. He bas undoubtedly gained streagth 
among the leaders, some of whom have been 
accustomed to sneer at his pretensions to the 


Presidency. 

Two houses have attained distinction in dif- 
ferent spheres during the present winter. That 
of Secretary Whitney bas been marked for a 
profusion of expenditure and hogpitality never 
befure witnessed in Washington. Secretary 
Fish was noted in his service as the head of 
the Department of State for unusual liberality 
asahost. His annual outlay was believed to 
exceed his salary four or five fold. 

But Mr. Whitney paid more than that aggre- 
gate merely for improvements in the bouse he 
occupies as @ tenant, with a condition in the 
leage by which he may become a future pur- 
«chaser. This large item was the mere begin- 
ning of entertainments on the most elegant 
and sumptuous scale, which have won admira- 
tion from the society of Washington. 

Gen. Logan's house has been the resort of 
public men, politicians, and their families. 
Mrs. Logan is distinguished for great address, 
tact, and generous character, and is eminently 
skillful in management. In fact, ber husband 
is largely indebted to these qualities of bers 
for his success at the last Senatorial election 
and for his present prominence. Mrs. Logan bas 
drawn around her many attractive friends, 60 
that her receptions have not only been popular, 
but they had the advantage of being conducted 
at very small expense. The guests came not to 
show their finery, nor for what me might eat 
or drink, but for the pleasure of social contact 
under a roof where the humblest were made 
equally welcome With tne highest. 

The advocates ef Gen. Logan depend mainly 
on bis record as a volunteer soldier, expecting 
to rally that element to hie support and to 
draw considerabiy from the Democrats who 
served as volunteers in the Civil War. He has 
distinctly and emphatically thrust aside all ad- 
vances made to him for the oid ticket, which 
the friends of Blaine have pressed recentiy 
with fresh zeal.

The Life of the Admitted Head and 
Leader of the Chicago Live- 
Stock Men. 


How He Built Up His Fortune from 


Lowly Beginnings—Some of His 


Decay of the ‘Live-Stook Shipping Busi- 
ness—Oongress to Be Memarial- 
+ ined. 


Those Stock-Yards merchants whose line of 
business has beretofore been the shipping of 
live cattle from Chicago to the East, for both 
home consumption and export, have finally 
arrived at the doubtless interested conclusion 
that nothing shortof an act of Congress is going 
to piace them on what they calm would be a 
fair plane of competition with te sbippers of 
dressed beef. The feeling amongst thosemer- 
chants towards Swift, Armour, and Hammond, 
or rather against the railroads which they are 
confident accord the trio advantages that are 
enabling them to drive the Mye-stock shippers 
out of the market, is exceedingly bitter. That 
this is being done—that the shipments of live 
cattle from this point to the Hastern States 
bave fallen off eo rapidly of late as to justify 
a belief that within a f. years they may cease 
almost altogether—is a fact that admits of no 
contradiction; the only ground for discussion 
that existe is the cause of what for tne live- 
stock merchants is a lamentable condition of 
affairs. bay 

There are today less than ten parties or firms 
engaged in the exciusive shipment of live cat- 
tle from Chicago to the East. Ot these Messrs. 
W. H. Monroe, Nelson Morris, Hathaway & 
Jackson, Schwarthsehild & Sulsburgher, M. 
Goldsmith, Jacob Schamberg, and Isaac Waix- 
el are the principal ones. most of whom are in- 
terested in ranches in Kansas, Iowa, Missouri, 
Nebraska, and Texas. These men are a unit 
in the opinion thet unless something is done 
to check the mysterious advantages now pos 
sessed by the dressed-beef shippers they will 
at no distant date be compelied to relinquish 
the shipment of their cattle alive to bitherto 
profitable Gastern destinations, and (they 
say) be forced to dispose of their stock year 
by year to their opponents at whatever figure 
the latter shall choose to offer for it. The fact 
that the shipments of live cattle in January of 
the present year footed up 21,000 head less than 
for the corresvonding period of 1885 ig cited as 
su betantial proof of the soundness of this be- 
lief. One of the dealers whose name appears 
in the list mentioned above gives the following 
as the modus operandi by means of which the 
great triumvirate of dressed-beef shippers is 
enabled to procure the bulk of all the best cat- 
3 from the ranches to the Stocok- 


HOW THE DRESSED-BEEF MEN WOKK IT. 

There are at the Stock-Yards about 125 com- 
mission firms, to whom ali shipments of cattie, 
with the exception of those brought in by 
ranech-owners, are consigned forsale. Say, for 
instance, a consignment of twenty-five car- 
oadsarrives. A livestock shipper who can 
place a small lot of perbaps five car-loads goes 
to the commission-man and makes a bid for 
such alot. The commission-man, it is sand, 
invariably refuses io break the lot, on the 
ground that should he do so he might not be 
able to dispose of the rest of it at as advanta- 
geous a Geur?d. a, 60 Say the live-steck men, 
a representative one of the great Aressed- 
beer establishments es slong and makes a 
bid for the entire | and, of course, gets it, 
the commission-man perhaps even sacrificing a 
point or two in order to get rid of the lump. 
Id this way every big lot of cuttle that is re- 
ceived is gObbied up by One or the other of the 
dressed-beet concerns, between whom a rigid 
agreement is said to exist for the ultimate di- 
vision, in such proportion as way suit the par- 
ties to it, Of All lots so purchased. It ts exsy to 
see, therefore, if it be true that such au agres- 
ment ig iu force, tow the small shipver is 
pusbed to the wall, with a very small prospect 
of ever being able to get away from it again. 
This is the ment of the cattle-nien, and ig 
given bere only fot what it May teem to be 
worth on its face. Tue answer to it, which is 
sufficientiy obvious, is that the shipper of 
dressed beef bas a natural and proper advan- 
tage over the shipper of beef, tallow, hides, 
horns, and offal in tue original package. 


FALAANG OFF IN LIVB-STOCK SHIPMENTS. 

The decrease in volume of each firm's live- 
stock shipments within a year or so is remark- 
able. TVo years sgo isaac Waixel used to ship 
150 car-loads of cattle a week, while teday he 
sends away perhaps fifty; Stern 4 Metszker, 
New Yors vutebers, a year ago used to buy 100 
carloads of cattic a week ia the Chicago mar- 
ket, and now do not ask for more than thirty 
or forty, other New-Yorkers havwmg fallen off 
in the same proportion; W. H. Monroe's ship- 
ments two years age amounted to 100 car 
loads a week, while be today doesn’t ship over 
twenty-five or thirty at the outside. 

SAMUEL W. ALLERTON. 

Ta view of all these facts the livestock men 
have looked about them for a leader, and have 
fotind one ih the person of Mr. Simuei W. A 
lerton, who controls ranches in Nebraska and 
Wyoming, and brings more cattle to Chicago 
than any other man in the trade, but ceased 
the shipment of live stock East long before the 
present cofcroversy arose. Mr. Allerton is 
of the opinion that the evil which ‘has arisen 
is one that only an act of Congress can check, 
and is taking the necessary steps to bring the 
question before the National Legisiature with 
all possible speed. There is a Bill now pend- 
ing before Congress compelling shippers of 
oattle to use a palace stock-car for their trans- 
portation, and making certain provisions for 
the feeding and watering of the animals in 
transit. Mr. Allerton denounces this bill as a 
piece of attempted legislative jobbery. He 
says the bill was framed and instigated by a 
party of speculators with a joint capital of 
35.000, 000 —4 United States Senator being in- 
terested. with them—who aim to get the 
bill passed and then let the - railroad 
companies build the palace-cars on the plan of 
their own patent, charging a royalty of $2 a 
bead on all cattle carried, which would mean 
a revenue ct something like $6,000,000 annually. 
In proclaiming the uselesuess of these cars 
Mr, Allerton quotes a speech acctedited to the 
late Emery A. Storrs, who is aliewed to bave 
remarked that “if Congress could, by passing 
ao act, change the nature of a steer there 
might be some sense in making the employ- 
ment of paluce etock-cars compuisorr.” The 
ebief ground of complaint is that the cattie, 
after beim fed, are absolutely certain to lie 
Gown, and that they then roll over and injure 
each other in a fashion highly detrimentai to 
their fitness for the market on their arrivai at 
their destination.

THE MAIN POINTS IN HIS LIFE. 

The greater part of Mr. Allerton’s life-time 
has deen devoted to the live-stock interest, and 
to it be Owes the bulk of the variously-csti- 
mated wealth be now possesses. He is a man 
of medium size, quiet and dignified in depert- 
ment, easy and affable in conversation, and 
carries bis years well, He was born in Dutch- 
ess County, New York, in 1833, and while a 
boy of i2 started out in life . drover, driv- 
ing sheep and caitie to Poughkeepsie, a dis- 
tance ot thirty miles. For this little innocent 
recreation he was paid at the rate of $2 a trip. 
At the age of 17 he rented a farm in the viein- 
ity of Geneva Lake, N. Y., where, as be says, 
be worked days, nights, and Sundays, finding 
himself at 23 in the possession of $6,500. This, 
he says, was in the good old Democratic days, 
when a farm-hand could be hired for $8 or $9 
a month.“ He commenced trading around the 
State of New York, buying sWall lots of cattie, 
sheep, and hogs. and shipping them, always at 
a fair profit, to Buffalo, Albany, and New York 
City. 

In 1855 Mr. Allerton, when in Buffalo, came 
across a man from Chicago who excited his 
ridicule by declaring that his city was destined 
to become the cattie market whence all the 
Eastern buyers would derive their supplies. 
He laughed at the statement then, but never- 
theless found bimeeif in Chicago the followme 
year engaged in the purchase and shipment of 
live bows. The only stock-yards Chicago then 
possessed were over on the lake shore a little 
north of where the Douglas Monument now 
stands, and weré called the old Myrick Yards. 
The first load of cattle bougtt by Mr. Alierton 
and sold in Chieago be drove in from Brighton. 
In 1862 be negan to buy land in Lilinois, and in 
the second year o $32,000 in general 
farming, those being war mes,“ when all 
manner of farm produce brought extravagant 


prices. ° 
HiI8 PRESENT POSSESSIONS. 

In 1868 the house at the present Stock-Yards 
now operated by the Allerton Packing Com- 
pany, ot which Mr. Allerton of course exer 
cised the controlling influence, and standing 
close to Fowler Bros.” place, was erécted. Its 
dimensions are 350 by 250 feet, ana it was built 
tor and is used exclusively in the handling of 
bog products, from 600,000 to 700,000 of this 
class of «ammals having found bomes 
hére every twelvemonth for the last dozen 
of thirteen years. It was in 1868 that Mr. Al- 
lerton turned bis attention to Nebraska land, 
purchasing about 20,000 acres in Boone 
County and stocking it with cattle. His ranch 
in Wyoming is on Government land. Twenty- 
five hundred Lead of cattie are now fed yearly 
on Mr. Allerton's land in Piatt and Vermilion 
Counties, Illinois, 1,500 in Nebraska, ana 6,000 
in Wyoming. 

In addition to his Chicago establishment Mr. 
Allerton bas a large siaughter-bouse at the 
East St. Louis Stock-Yards, which was built ia 
1880 at a cost of $400,000 and bought by him a 
year ago last February. He slaughtered about 
46,000 head of cattle there during the year just 
passed, a market being found tor the product 
in the South and East. Large shipments are 
made by hia from Tilinols and Nebraska to 
k this concern plied. 

Allerton made a somewhat profitable 
deal in Obicago real estate just after his return 
from Europe. in 1878. He bought about 300 
acres, in blocks of sixty eres each. on the 
lake shore near the Potter Rolling-Mili, at a 
ridiculously low figure, and sold it soon after 
for $600 an Acre. He purchased from time to 
time various lots in taat and Other neighbor- 
hoods, which he is now the fortunate 
of. Amongst his many Othér interests outside 
of that of cattie-raising may be mentioned his 
one in the First National Bank of this city. 
The bank was 2 ja 1862, being the 
eighth National bank organized in the country. 
The two Sams,” Nickerson and Allerton, are 
now the only Original stockholders of the bank 
left. Mr. Allerton 16 algo interested in the 
City Railway Company, not to speak of many 
money-making projects in other States. 

Mr. Allerton has been a good friend to many 
young men whom de believed to be de- 
serving and whom he happened to take a fancy 
to. Not long ago 4 quartet of luckless fellows 
came to him wit a story of baving sunk their 
all in a gold and silver mine at Pitkina, Colo., 
and who, for lack of capital, were unable to go 
on just as the claim gave promise of paying. 
Mr. Allerton advanced the necessary money, 
and the mine is now said to be doing well, the 
nucleus for four big fortunes possibly having 
been laid by his act of timely assistance. 
Youfig men with gold and silver mines that 
promise well would do well to note this fact. 
Mt. Allerton is rathéef proud of bis humble 
origin and speaks with gréat satisfaction of 
baying “dug” bis $6,500-entrance fee to com- 
mercial prosperity out of the ground.“

Mr. Banker is since dead, bis éad hay- 
ing been bastened; according to Wall étrest 
history, by tosses in Wabash. Dr. Green still 
beams as the President of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company. and the other origiual 
stockholders are not pleasant parties to inter 
view on the subject of Edison stock, The com 
pang started io 1879, with d cash -capital of 
850,000.

What the Architects Are Doing in the Way 
of New Buildings Important 
Sales. 


There was less of interesting incident in the 
real-estate market last week than usual. The 
disposition to buy the best business property 
was by no means marked, and in the present 
situation it is probable that concessions would 
have to be made from recent prices to get buy- 
ers. There are few Eastern investors in town, 
and loca) capitalists are not willing to take bold 
unless under exceptional circumstances which 
would force the property on the market. One 
of the reasons for the withdrawal of outside 
bidders is the doubt as to the rental after the 
lst of May. We are at a time of the year when 
changes are in contemplation, and in the case. 
of leases expiring the ist of May an owner 
is notable to give an intending buyer assur- 
ances that his buildmg will be fully rented 
after a purchase is made. To one buying 
merely for income this is an important ele- 
ment. Itis of special consequence in view of 
the shiftmg about resulting from the erection 
of the great buildings near the Board of Trade. 
Tt is believed that after the renting season bas 
advanced u little further there will be more 
activity. There is still considerable demand in 
the wholesale quarter, and important improve 
ments may be expected there during the spring 
and summer. There is a fair demand for lots 
and houses on the boulevards. Acres are dull 
but strong. The demand for business rents 
bas fully met the expectations of the 
agents. Stores well located command 
fancy rates, and those of the second 
class are readily disposed of. Complaint is 
made by the Board of Trade people that their 
profits of late have been so small that it is 
bard for them to pay the rents exacted of 
them, but the offices are going off well never- 
theless, and many persons not directly con- 
nected with Board of Trade operations are 
locating in that vicinity. As for the money 
market, there no lack of cheap funds. The 
supply of 5-per-cent capita! is large, and it is 
thought that the possibility of furtner labor 
troubles will tend to increase the disposition 
of capitalists to place their money in real 
estate either in the form of loans or invest- 
ments,

PUSHING WORK ON THE RIALTO. 


The. book of plats of the Rialto Buliding, 
situated just south of the of Trade, has 
made its appearance. It is quite a work of 
art, the cover baving a view of the well-known 
bridge of Venice and underneath a picture of 
ite Chicago namesak6. Since the first of the 
year hitherto vacant offices near the board 
have been so rapidly taken up that it would 
seem that a large demand awaits the Rialto. 
The preface of the book just issued makes the 
following positive statement as to the time 
when tenants can find comfortable quarters in 
the building: Tus four lower stories will be 
finished and ready for occupancy the Ist day 
of May, 1886. By this is meant not only that 
the rooms will be finished, warmed, and 
ready for uss, but that those four floors, 
including entrances and balls, will be com- 
pletely finished and so cut off from the upper 
unfinished stories that no workmen will have 
to pass through and there will de no noise of 
carpentry or other work heard in them; aleo 
that all the streets surrounding the bullamg 
will be cleared of all building material, rub- 
bish, and other obstructiéns. This is rendered 
possible by the peculiar form and construction 
of the building, so that all building materia! 
will be carried into the east court and elevated 
trom it to the upper floors, outside of the 
building walis—the workmen, also, being car- 
ried up in the same manner. This explana- 
tion is made because the effort has been made 
to finish other bulldings in the same way, 
where the abseree of private courts has caused 
the street. fronts Ww be obstructed, and the 
building operations to greatly interefere with 
the comfort and business of parties who bad 
already moved into the finished portions of 
the building.”’ 

THE BOARD’S AUCTION SALE. 

The preparations for the public auction sale 
under the auspices of the Chicago Real-Estate 
Board at Central Music-Hall the evening of the 
18th are nearly completed. An attractive list 
of properties is published, much care having 
been taken both as to the ocbaracter of the 
offerings and the upset prices. The sale will 
be continued daily after the 16th at the rooms 
of the board, No. 161 La Salle street, at 1:10 p. m. 
The committee announce that the premises ad- 
vertised can be examined Tuesday, March 16. 
They further say: “On all sales of $5,000 or 
less a deposit of earnest money amounting to 
5 per cent of the purchase price will be 
exacted, and for sales amounting to « 
greater sum such percentages as will 
be satisfactory to the com mittee. 
Contracts between the parties must be ex- 
ecuted the night of the sale, the same as if the 
sale bad been privately made. Blanks will be 
ready. All contracts and earnest money will 
be held in escrow by the Call Board Commit- 
tee, under the auspices of the Chicago Real- 
Estate Board. The upset price, terms of sale, 
and full particulars relative to the property 
offered will be supplied before each piece of real 
estate is offered at each sale. The auction sale 
will be conducted by the Call Board Committee. 
The Chicago Real- Estate Boara guarantees that 
each bid shall be bona fide, and that no ‘catch 
bid to advance prices will be entertained.” 
The idea of the gale is to make realty as readily 
marketable as any other class of property. The 
fact that there are so many obstacies to the 
sale of real estate is regarded as one reason 
why such a large proportion of the capitalists 
are willing to invest in stocks and bends at a 
much lower rate of interest. As one member 
of the board puts it: Mortgagees know that 
when property is offered for sale under a de- 
cretal order of court no bona-fide bidder will 
attend asarule. Ali partition sales, guardian 
sales, and judicial sales of every Character are 
looked upon as dangerous. All the complica 
tion, red tave, and disadvantages that the hu- 
man mind can suggest are placed upon the 
sale of property offered at court sales. There 
is not one buyer in 600 who wi!l dare purcbase 
a piece of property at a sale of this character. 
The efforts of the board to correct this evil 
have been well directed and tnere is every 
prospect that the sale will be a success. As an 
evidence of the work performed ia giving this 
experiment a start it is stated that out of 124 
pieces of property offered over seveaty were 
reiused. This was not done im every case be- 
cause the price asked was too high, but be- 
cause it was not regarded as below the real 
market value. 


AMONG THE ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS.

“Yes, our moving vans are in demand early 
this spring, and I anticipate a very brisk sea- 
son., said the proprietor of a score of these 
roomy vehicies to a TRIBUNE reporter yester 
d 


ay. 

“Why?” 

O, there are lots of reasons. In fact, the 
city’s full of them. I've been in the moving 
business for tweoty years, and one not posted 
does not and cannot form an idea as to the ex- 
tent it bas grown to. The truth is, that the 
Americans who rent never are satisfied, and, 
as a Scotchman, I will say that no wan ought 
to be till be has at least ashingie of his own 
over his bead. But the professional movers 
seldom get to that point, and they are the ones 
who fetch the oats to our mill. Loften wonder 
if the truth of the old adage will never be 
learned—that three movings are worse than a 
fire. There were never truer words spoken. 

But about this particular year? Yes! In 
the first place, residence rents are too high. 
People simply can't stand the pressure. With 
salaries and wages cut down, residence rents 
have not been reduced anywhere within the 
central portion of the city during the last year. 
Real-estate agente may tell you otherwise, but 
from my own observation, together with what 
I bave learned from my patrons, [knowl am 
right. : 

Houses of every description have remained 
vacant in every part of Chicago during the 
last year because owners would not submit to 
a decrease. The majority of these are houses 


4 that bring $60 and upwards, and they are not 


located in any particular section of the en. 
They are on the avenues south, on the fine 
streets north, and Washington boulevard and 
other choice localities west. On Washington 
boulevard, not far from Waverly place, I kaow 
where a house was left tenantiess last May de- 
cause the owner wouldn't come down from $75 
to $70, and it has remained so ever since. He 
gave as a reason that heowned two other 
houses just like it, and reduce one reduce all. 
Probably he sees now that he might bave been 
better off if be bad made the reduction asked 
for and applied it to his other property aiso.

MR. WINSTON RESIGNS. 


The Corporation Counsel Will Leave the 

City’s Service to Enter That of the Michi- 

gan Central Kallroad—Mr. Com- 
plimented. 

For some time past it bas been pretty well 
known about the City-Hail that Corporation- 
Counsel Winston was considering an offer from 
the Michigan Central Railroad Company to act 
as its Chicago attorney, and that Mr. Winston 
would in all probability accept the offer. About 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon Mr. Winston 
called on the Mayor and tendered bim bis 
resignation as Corporation Counsel in person, 
the resignation to go into effect May 1.

and by every employé; how every one in the 
employ of the city is made to feel that he is 
responsible to the chief executive, who neither

The dispatch also stated that 
the defendant Grau bad been unsuccessfully 
negotiating for a license, and had now an- 
nounced his intention to produce the opera in 


Chicago, and that the injunction had been 
g d on the defendant and the argument to 
perpetuate the injunction would be heard 
Maron 18. 

Inasmuch asthe opera in question forms a 
part of the repertory of tne Metropolitan 
Opera-House company which opens at the 
Colambia tomorrow evening and is announced 
to be given Monday, March 22, the dispatch is 
of interest to the opera-going public. A repre- 
sentative of Mr. Grau stated to a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday that the opera would be 
produced as announced in spite of the injunc- 
tion, Mr. Grau was on his way here with 
counseland the matter would probably be 
arranged. It did not much matter, however, 
whether the matter was arranged or not, as 
Grau bad aciear case.
